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The Cheapness of Certain 
Clgan Explained.

NBW TOBK, Sept1* —Have you ever when 


gazing into the show window of a tobacconist 
and wondering how a manufacturer conld 
profitably sell ctears at »125, 3160 and $2 a 
bqx asked yourself, who made them? , pid the 
ridiculous-figure and the more ridiculous 
weed ever teem to your fancy to'cover some 
strange or morbid chapter of industrial life? 
' In that swarming district of New York city 
known as the east side are long row) of 'high 
•and'narrow tenement houses; Four, five and 
six stories of cheap edifice are bisseotedby a 
narrow hall and stairway- from front to rear, 
and each halt is in turn -bissected•• by a filthy 
cross hall in the middle of the building. Each 
of these four quarters 'is < an apartment 
In 


the smaller tenements these apartments con- 
tain two, in the larger four, but in the great 
majority of cases three small, ill lighted, 
poorly ventilated, low ceiled and foul smell- 
ing rooms. • The tenants are seldom Ameri- 
cans, seldom members of our cousin-races, 
the Germans, Irish and English. 
Nearly 


all come from the 
> prolific southeast of 
Europe, and are of more or less Slavonic ori- 
gin. In this mixture;of races are Fclaks, 
Slovaks, Bohemians, Hungarians, Czechs, 
Roumanians, black and white Russians, Wai- 
lachs, Bulgarians and Croats. In fact, the 
whole ethnography of that part of Europe: is 
'cbndensed into a few thickly populated New 
York blocks. They crowd the apartments 
more like bees in a hive than human beings 
in a home. Not one set of two rooms con- 
tains less than five souls; many contain eight 
or ten. 'The average number of tenants to an 
apartment Is seven; to a floor, thirty, and to 
a "dumb bell," as these ant heaps-are termed, 
170.

And these apartments are more than dwell- 


ing places. They are the workshops where 
the cheap cigar is manufactured and•. these 
foreigners are its makers. The buildingswe 
owned by the manufacturers. The rent ($10 
to $18 per month) is payable in advance, and- 
is deducted by the landlord f rom the'amoumV 
4ua the tenant for his worli. It:is almost? 
needless to remark that dispossess proceed- 
ings'are rare in the trade, though, not :quite 
unknown, us the columns of the daily papers 
tia1 e sometimes shown. Tie mode of work to 
simple. 'Thetenant presents himself at the* 
waverooms of his employers," receives-say 
fifty pounds of tobacco, and goes back with 
hitfload'to his apartment. For this he must 
return fifty-one pounds of-cigars,'the .addi- 
tional pound representing the increase in: 
weight of the tobacco from the absortidh ibf 
thewater used In moistening it'during-the 
making. As a matter of foot, the increase 
is 'really a third of a pound, To make 
up the difference, the workman utilizes every 
particle of dust and waste. He soaks the stems 
in hot water till they are soft and then pounds 
them out into flat shreds. Taught dishonesty 
by his superiors, he applies it for his own 
benefit and sends out his children to gather 
cigar stumps and clippings, spent tea leaves 
and even dead leaves from the trees in the 
street. Ho returns fifty-one pounds of cigars 
with perfect regularity, but is always pn> 
,vided with cigars and smoking tobacco which 
cost him nothing. 
' The tobacco is stored in his rooms in broken 
boxes and dilapidated milk cans. It is every- 
where else in his apartment, on the floor, 
walls and ceiling, in the furniture, wearing 
'apparel and even in the food. An outsider 
Xvho enters- for the first time sneezes just as if; 
he had taken snuff. And those who live and; 
work in this atmosphere? They all show the 
symptoms of gradual nicotine poisoning, hol- 
low eyes set in dark circles, a sallow brown 
skin, irritated and irritable nerves, heart dis- 
ease, dyspepsia and consumption. 


The .man, his wife and children, working 


fourteen hours a day, earn from $7 to. $15 a 
week. Out of this are deducted the rent and 
the fines for poor workmanship. The pittance 
that remains must clothe, feed and pay the 
other expenses of life. It seldom does, and 
crime, beggary and vice are called upon: to 
aid in filling the family exchequei 
: 


The children are sent out to beg and many 


of them to pilfer. At all hours of the day 
and evening they can be seen carrying the 
boards, boxes and relics they have picked np. 
on the streets, vegetables they have purloined" 
from grocers and meats they have begged In 
the markets. As they grow older their/degra- 
dation becomes darker anddeepeiv The girls, 
knowing no better, enter lives of shame. In- 
many instances they, arc sold outright by. 
their parents to men who enjoy the possession 
of a cook, housekeeper ami wife without any 
ceremony of marriage. 


It is hardly necessary to state that moral- 


ity, education, decency and religion are at an 
ebb in this terrible district. In some of the 
"dumbbells" they scarcely seem to exist; 
And yet in the very heart of this population 
is an ever increasing agitation. Blind, ig7 
norant, fanatical and hulf hopeless, it takes 
refuge in schemes of anarchism, communism 
and nihilism, which it would be well for 
thinking men to consider.

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The Nook of the Giraffe. 


In spite of its enormous langth it only pos- 


sesses the seven vertebra? which are common 
to nearly all the mammals. Iii consequence 
it is nearly as inflexible as a wooden bar of 
equal length, so that the many pretty pict- 
ures which represent giraffes curving their 
necks gracefully, after the manner .of sWans, 
are ludicrously wrong. "But," said the ob- 
jectors, "if it had so long and indexible'a 
neck it could not graze, and being a ruminant 
animal would die of hunger.". It is quite true 
that it cannot graze. It can only lower Its 
head near the ground by spreading its fore- 
legs as widely as possible and:drawing its 
hind legs under them, thus presenting B most 
ludicrous aspect. In its native state it never, < 
as far as I know, even attempts; fe> lower its 
head to the ground, but in captivity it can be 
induced to do so by laying on the ground a 
large lump of sugar, of which, it is inordin- 
ately fond.

TChe fact is that it is intended to graze, not 


on the ground, but on the leaves of trees. 
Tho acacia, or mimosa, is its favorite tree, 
and the Dutch'colonlsls have in consequence 
rallied the a<-acia by the name of "kameel- 
dovn"—i. 'e., camel thorn, they invariably 
giving the name of "camel" to the giraffe. 
This mode o! feeding involves another anom, 
nlotis structure. This is the tongue, on which 
the giraffe is almost as much dependent as is 
the elephant on its prqboscis; .It' is possessed 
of Wonderful powers of extension and con- 
traction, and can be narrowed until it almqst. 
resembles the Rbrrespondidg organ of .the ant 
eater The peculiar powers of'the tongue can 
well be'seeri when the animal takes the sugar 
from the ground.

NEW YORK, Sept 12.-«You are »»«y °« 


iu your notions about the Confederates In the 
sontb." said a member of a Georgia regiment 
to me the other day—"away oft I can show 
you that they are very few indeed comparea 
with the Federal survivors," 


"Why, there certainly are several thou- 


Banda Confederates in this very city, I re- 
plied, "and would riot your muster rolls show 
how many survived!" 
_ 
"We have noiie-ypu all got 'em at the sur- 


render. Bnt, look here, bow raany_aotnal 
men do you suppose there were in the^ConfeiV 
erate army, not counting double enlistments? 


"Oh, a million or two." 
' 
'It would crowd'em to go much over halt 


a million. Now, it is true there are Kmi.lre*. 
of the survivors in this city, and probably 
50,000 in all the north and tne territories; bnt 
I am positive there are', not ,150.000 in all the 
sixteen southern states today—not one itmt 
to fifty of the entire population. You can 
see by the census that all the white people in 
the Confederate states,in 1861 were no more 
than 5,750,000 at the outside. Now, what is 
the biggest per cent, of its population ihat n 
country can sond tn.wnr!. I believe no coiin 
try in the world ever acmt one fu seven; and 
situated as the south was—a big territory and 
4,000,000 slaves—it couldn't have sent one in 
eight." 
• 
: 
"But did you not get many from the bor 


der states—states that did not secedej" 


"Not so many iis tlie Federals got from th 


states that did secede. Elaine's book says th 
two balanced; but. lie only counts the me 
from inside the Confederacy that were actii; 
ally counted in the Fralm'al army, while, ia 
fact, there were twice that many refugeea." 


"But did not yom- dose conscription get 


more than one in eight?" 


"Close conscription where? When that was 


enforced one-half the Confederate territory 
was in the Federal lines—all Tennessee, half 
of Mississippi, Alabama north of the river, 
most of Louisiana and all the three states 
west of the Mississippi were cut off, and clear 
ont of our jurisdiction. In fact, the last 
conscription, the' searching one, was only en- 
forced in five states, and in part of them it 
cost more than it came to. Too law exempted 
men who worked twenty slaves, and, of 
course, men had to be left at home to run 
ferries, railroads, etc. There is no waj of 
getting all the able bodied men of a country 
into ari army. You must have some men to 
hold the machinery of society together, 
.and in so big a region as the Con- 
federacy there had to be a good many 
such. Now, divide all the white people in 
the Confederacy by eight and you would have 
718,000, and that's about 100,000 more than 
ever ware in the Confederate anny. It's a 
simple matter of figures—you can't get a 
man where he isn't. Suppose they got every 
man who could carry a gun, they would only 
have 700,000. Now, tlie Federal muster rolls 
show that they had 835,000 white men from 
tho soutb, anrl the vote In tlie border states 
in 1864 showed that a big majority of their 
men wos at home; so where could the Con- 
federacy have got the extra men? There is 
another way to get at it, and that's the parole 
lists. Six different armies surrendered, and 
all the piu-oles together nmouutod to 95,454. 
Now, add just as many more for guerrillas 
and prisoners in tho north, and you have but 
100,000; and then add another 100,000or more 
for'deserters who did not come in for paroles, 
and still you haven't 800,000 Confederate sol- 
diers at the end of the wur. But, in fact, no 
100,000 failed to got paroles—every fellow 
wanted one too bad—for we all thought It 
was a big protection to have a parole. Add 
all'that number, though, it you like, and then 
add 800,000 lost in the war (and that's more 
than anybody claims), and you have then 
but 600,000. My own guess is that the Con- 
federacy had, not counting double enlist- 
mentli, about 550,000 actual men in arms from 
first to last, and that over 300,000 of them 
outlasted the war." 


"And where are they now?; 
"In their graves, a big majority of them. 


You are as much mistaken uliout that as 
the other, for the boys in gray died faster 
after the war than the boys in blue. They 
averaged ten years older for one thing, and 
then they didn't have good medicines when 
they got sick iu tho army, and they were 
mighty poor for a long time after thsy went 
home. Yes, I reckon nigh to two,thirds of 
tho survivors ore now gone. I tell that this 
way: 
My regiment at the reunion could count 


more than half already dead, and I've asked 
lots of other boys and never found one 
that could say half the boys who came out 
alive with him were alivo now. No, I am 
positive there are not in all the world today 
150000 Confederate soldiers alivs, and of 
them not more than 100,000 in the south—not. 
more than one In a hundred of the wboln 
population there; not us many M there 
old Federal soldiers in the soutb." 


"How 
do you make that out?" 


"Why, 
the sixteen southern states, as th 


army report says, furnished the Federals 85!),- 
000 white and about 145,0(10 black troops; so 
there were 500,000. And, with the Federal* 
that went south after the war, 1 feel pretty 
positive they out number the Confederates 
now. 
Why, Chattanooga bos twice as many 


Feds as Confeds. The plain truth is, we are 
n mighty small minority everywhere in the 
south; but the living ure the tough ones, any- 
how. 
The wenkest died pretty fast just after 


the surrender, and the living bid fair to hang 
on n good while. Yes, you may say, too, 
that a good rienl bigger proportion of officers 
lived than privates, because they were bettor 
fixed—had more money generally. So the 
saying about every old 'Confed' being a colo- 
nel or captain isn't all a joke."
